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Pesach: Pharoah’s Army ng Drowned

any modern Haggadot omit the tra- 
ditional rejoicing in the drowning of 
Pharoah’s army at the Red Sea. We may 
think this reflects a uniquely modern 
sensibility, but it doesn’t. According to 
an ancient midrash of Rabbi Jochanan, 
God forbade the angels to sing their 
customary praises while the Egyptians 
were drowning: “My creatures are dy- 
ing, and you want to sing?” 

However, most traditional references 
to the splitting of the sea are unabash- 
edly joyful, as in Psalm 136: “God who 
divided the Red Sea, Whose mercy en- 
dures forever/And brought Israel 
through dryshod, Whose mercy endures 
forever / And drowned Pharoah and his 
army in the Red Sea/ Whose mercy en- 
dures forever.” Why were past genera- 
tions comfortable with this incongruity? 

For one thing, past generations put 
the event into context within the mythic 
history preserved in the Torah. The split- 
ting of the sea takes place in parashat 
Beshalach, Exodus 13:17 - 15:22. The 
parashah begins: “Now when Pharaoh 
let the people go, God did not lead them 
by way of the land of the Philistines, 
although it was nearer; for the Holy One 
said, ‘The people may have a change of 
heart when they see war, and return to 
Egypt.’ So God led the people round- 
about, by way of the wilderness at the 
Sea of Reeds. Now the Israelites went 
up armed out of the land of Egypt.” 

In our myths, as in our lives, facing 
enemies is difficult. Without some hope 
of winning, it can be impossible. In Jew- 
ish tradition, belief in the possibility of 
success is a spiritual achievement. It 
counts as merit when Abraham believes 
the Creator’s promise of an heir in his 
and Sarah’s old age; and when the Jews 
of Persia rejoice at Queen Esther’s ob- 
taining permission for them to defend 
themselves in a battle yet to come. 

The freed slaves, leaving an oppres- 
sive familiarity for a world full of un- 
known dangers, lack the merit of hoping 
for success in battle. They try to look 
like an army, perhaps hoping that a fierce 
appearance will deter possible attacks. 


But the Eternal knows that at the first 
sign of danger, they will return will- 
ingly to Egypt. To remain free, the Is- 
raelites will have to risk new forms of 
struggle. God’s task is to inspire them 
with the courage to try. 

God tells Moses to set up a trap for 
Pharoah and his army: “You shall camp 
by the sea, and Pharoah will think the 
Israelites are trapped in the wilderness.” 
The plan works: the Egyptians pursue, 
and the famous miracle rescues the Isra- 
elites. “Thus the Creator delivered Israel 
that day from the Egyptians. Israel saw 
the Egyptians dead on the shore of the 
sea. And when Israel saw the wondrous 
power which the Holy One had wielded 
against the Egyptians, the people feared 
the Almighty; they had faith in the Eter- 
nal and in God's servant Moses. Then 
Moses and the Israelites sang.”

cluded a busy and exciting March, and 

we are anxious to update the congrega- 
tion on the status of our work. 

As many of you know, the Search 
Committee hosted two candidates for 
the position of rabbi of CSZ. One vis- 
ited with us from March 7-9 and the 
other was here from March 27-29. If 
you had the opportunity to greet either 
or both rabbis and would like to share 
your impressions with us, please do so 
as soon as possible by dropping us a 
line at the synagogue or sending e-mail 
to the co-chairs (robinl@nolo.com and 
agold8946@aol.com).

The Song of the Sea first celebrates 
God’s victory over the Egyptians, and 
then anticipates the Philistines, 
Moabites and Canaanites being sub- 
dued by fear: “They are still as stone 
until Your people pass over.” The Isra- 
elites still don’t want to fight stronger, 
better organized nations. But in spite of 
themselves, they have changed: shortly 
afterward, when attacked by ruthless 
Amelekite bandits, they don’t run back 
to Egypt. When forced, they success- 
fully defend themselves. 

The writers of the Haggadah knew 
that sustaining hope is both hard and 
necessary. They knew that daily life is, 
at best, inconsistent in encouraging hu- 
man effort. They knew that generations 
could be inspired by the story of one 
great act of revolutionary overturning, 
one unambiguous proof that with God’s 
help even the disorganized and fright- 
ened can survive a deadly attack. 

Many generations of Jews have real- 
ized that the Source and Connector of 
all Creation could not possibly rejoice in 
the deaths of Egyptians. For thousands 
of years, Jews have spilled a drop of 
wine in symbolic grief for each plague 
that the Egyptians suffered in the course 
of our ancestors’ liberation. We, descen- 
dants of the frightened rabble at the Red 
Sea, rebuke ourselves and diminish our 
rejoicing because our liberation came at 
the cost of others’ lives. 

However no midrash depicts anyone 
rebuking the people who were saved at 
the Red Sea. They lived through the 
miracle meant to prove for all time that 
no situation is truly hopeless. As long as 
we believe that God’s help may enable 
us to survive and succeed whatever our 
circumstances, we have the right to share 
in their rejoicing. 


Reform Leaders Reject 
Conversion Standards 


The leaders of the Jewish Reform move- 
ment of North America flatly rejected 
Israel’s governing coalition’s latest at- 
tempts to change the laws defining con- 
version in Israel. 

Recent efforts by the governing coali- 
tion of Prime Minister Netanyahu to 
deny official recognition of non-Ortho- 
dox conversions in Israel, by directly 
amending the Conversion Law, met with 
outrage from the Reform and Conserva- 
tive movements in the United States and 
abroad. The current proposal attempts 
to avoid revisiting this conflict by in- 
stead amending the more obscure 
Rabbinical Court Law. Any conversion 
undertaken in Israel under the new law 
would require the authorization of the 
Head of the Greater Appeals Court, cur- 
rently Chief Sephardic Rabbi Bakshi 
Doron. 

“Refusing to recognize non-Orthodox 
conversions is a violation of the free- 
dom of religion guaranteed by Israel’s 
Declaration of Independence,” said 
Rabbi Eric Yoffie, president of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations 
(UAHC). 

“Never before today has the Jewish 
State codified the invalidation of non- 
Orthodox Judaism,” says Rabbi Yoffie. 
“In so doing, Israel has crossed a moral, 
political, psychological and social divide 
that will not easily be bridged.”

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Mishkan Dolores: One Month Closer To Our New Home! 
Things are going really well! Here’s an update on this month’s developments: 


Architecture and Design: Our architects (Goldman & Associates) are working hard on what is called 
the "program" phase of planning, in which they are taking in as much information as they can about 
our needs and our dreams. They have gotten information from the committees, and lots of helpful 
input from the first architectural congregational meeting. The next step is for the architects to take all 
this input and start to plan with it. A critical question we will be addressing in the next month relates 
to how much of a dream building we can afford. There has been much talk about possibly placing the 
sanctuary upstairs. While there are great benefits presented from such a plan, it is more costly, and we 
will need to evaluate those cost concerns. The Va'ad will be working with the Building Committee to 
ensure that we plan the best building we can afford. The next opportunity to meet with the architects 
will be April 13 at 11 am: your chance to see and comment on the latest plans and drawings! 


Capital Campaign: Our capital campaign is coming along wonderfully! As of mid-March we had 
raised about $754,250: 58% of our goal! We still need people to stretch: if people do, we will be able 
to put that sanctuary up on the top floor, with natural light and high ceilings and a real "sanctuary-like" 
feel to it. Our volunteer solicitors are out and about, and if you haven’t been called yet, you will be 
soon! Please be kind to them: it’s not an easy job to ask for money, and they are working hard for 
your congregation. Special thanks to Lisa Katz for coordinating the volunteer solicitation of members, 
and to Ron Lezell for coordinating community fundraising. 


Some people have asked about what percentage of thir gross income we are asking for, and how we 
arrived at the pledge request figures people are being asked for. When we came up with those asking 
numbers, the goal was to come up with a number that would make the person flinch, groan, and then 
finally decide maybe if they pushed they could do it. We did not have access to dues information, 
which is confidential, so we did the best we could. Sometimes the number we picked is too high, 
sometimes it is too low, and sometimes (as with the Three Bears) it is just right. Assigning a pledge 
request amount is an imprecise science at best: please do not be offended if you are asked for an 
amount that is too low! From what we hear, people are pledging anywhere from 5% of their annual 
income (from those on limited incomes) to 20% and higher. In the end, we are counting on each 
member to stretch as much as they can, and to do what’s right both for them and for the congregation. 


The fundraising concert by our member Randy Weiss and his colleagues Patricia Whaley and Joanne 
Tanner was both a financial success and a lovely concert, and we very much appreciate their hard work 
and generosity. Thanks to Susan Lubeck for organizing this wonderful event. 


Conditional Use Permit: We have filed our conditional use permit application with the City. Our 
application is currently set for hearing on June 5, 1997, although we have asked the Planning 
Department to do the best they can to reschedule the hearing to an earlier date.
